This Theory; 4000 Acres of 
Timber Ablaze.

LEWISTON, Idaho, Sept. 6.— 
Four thousand acres of timber land 
were ablaze in the North Central 
Idaho region today, including six 
fires which E. H. Myrick, Super- 
visor of the St. Joe Natigma! Forest, 
said were set by unemployed men 
seeking work. 

The onty blaze out of control was 
one covering 1000 acres in the Sel- 
way National Forest on Settlers 
Creek, which was roaring through 
valuable red fir and cedar timber. 
Three hundred men are fighting it. 

A 2000-acre fire is burning in the 

St. Joe forest near Clarkia, but 
300 fighters expected*to have it 
controlled by tonight. The fires, 
Myrick said, were not giving con- 
cern and it was believed they would 
be checked without great difficulty. 
No arrests had been made. 
Two hundred men were fighting 
a fire in the Willow Creek district 
near Butte Falls in the vicinity of 
Medford. The fire had burned 3505 
acres of timber and brush. A stiff 
breeze fanned the fire yesterday. 
Fifty men are fighting the fire on 
Shively Creek, a tributary of the 
South Umpqua, near Roseburg. The 
fire was reported to have covered 
a large area. Both fires were be- 
lieved of incendiary origin.

SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican 
Republic, Sept. 6. — The number 
of dead in the hurricane disaster 
this afternoon was placed at not 
less than 4000 by Dr. Anjonio Cald- 
eron, charged by President Rafael 
Trujillo with the direction of the 
Sanitary service. 
A squadron of six Cuban air- 
planes, bearing physicians and 
medical supplies, landed here this 
morning. 
Relief agencies found conditions 
growing worse rather than better. 
More than 5000 were injured 
Thirty thousand are homeless and 
of 10,000 buildings but 400 are left 
standing. Property damage will 
exceed $20,000,000. 
A United States Marine officer 
reported: 
“There is no water fit to drink. 
The waterworks are demolished. 
The river is a sea of mud. Floods 
have washed out the newly buried 
dead in the cemeteries and coffins 
are floating around. The dead are 
being coliected in trenches and are 
being burned above ground. Con- 
crete cysterns are being used as 
furferal pyres, cremating as many 
as 50 bodies at a time. Wagons 
pass by loaded with dead. The 
drivers shout and curse and cry, 
‘more dead, more dead.’ 
“Nine out of every 10 trees are 
down and the tops of the few ieft 
standing have been cut off as if 
by a knife. The Ozama River is 
out of its banks north and east of 
the city and those sections are com- 
pletely inundated. 
“Men and women appear with 
little or no clothes on. There is 
almost-no clothing to be had. The 
people appear to be in a daze and 
almost hysterical.” 
While the landing field here has 
been cleared sufficiently to permit 
landing of relief planes from Port 
au Prince, Havana, the United 
States and Porto Rico, the landing 
of ships is difficult. The Ozama 
River is a raging torrent pouring 
out over a bar at its entrance | 
which effectively blocks what was 
the old harbor. One authority 
said he did not think even a navy 
launch could cross the bar. 
The sugestion has been made— 
and it appears plausible—that 
the relief ships may disembark 
their cargoes and men at San Ger- 
onimo, four kilometers south of 
the capital, where there is a good 
beach. Some supplies, food, medi- 
cines and even shelters have al- 
ready arrived here by airplanes 
which also carried doctors. It is 
understood others are en route. 


The President stopped food 
profiteering yesterday with an or- 
der that all food was to be sold 
at cost. He also called physicians 
serving the ill and injured together 
at the fortress and designated 
places in the city which they might 
have for first aid stations. 

Among the few buildings left 
standing in the city by the wind. 
which attained a velocity of 180 
miles an hour, were the 400-year- 
old cathedral and other old Span- 
ish buildings. The reputed tomb 
of Columbus inside the cathedral 
also was not touched. 

Reports from the northern sec- 
tion of the republic were that 
damages there were not so heavy 
as in Santo Domingo. The cities 
of Santiago de los Caballeros, La 
Vega and Puerto Plata were not 
damaged at all. Villa Duarte, a 
village housing 1500 of the poorer 
classes, literally was blown off the 
map. 


Two Killed on Leeward 
Ships Sink in Harbor. 
POINTE A PITRE, Guadeloupe, 
Sept. 6.—An official report receiveg 
today from the Leeward Island of 
Dominica said the hurricane of 
Monday destroyed all crops on the 
island, sank all vessels in the hur- 
bor and killed two persons 
Communication throughout the 
island of Dominica was cut off. 
Buildings were demolished and the 
peasantry and laboring people 
were particularily heavy sutferers. 
The storm, of~“considerable in- 
tensity,” according to the state- 
ment, struck the little British is- 
land on Monday. Strong winds 
passed over Guadeloupe but 
caused no damage. 
Dominica’s population of upward 
of 37,000 is in urgent need of sup- 
plies to avert famine. A inajority 
of the population are Negroes. The 
capital is Roseat, with about 7000 
population.

$130,000 JEWELS 


Manufacturer, Wife and 
Four Others Held Up on 
Way to Evanston Home. 


RING WORTH $50,000 
INCLUDED IN LOOT 


Four Young Men Apparent- 
ly Followed Victims From 
Restaurant After Seeing 
Gems.

EVANSTON, Ill, Sept. 6.— 


Jason F. Whitney, his wife and a 
party of four en route to their 
home in Evanston after attending 
atheater, were robbed of jewelry 
valued at $130,000 early today by 
four young robbers, two of whom 
wore handkerchief masks. Whit- 
ney is president of the Kraft- 
Phenix Cheese Co. 

One of the members of the party 
was James A. Hewett of Manches- 


ter, England, a house guest of the 
Whitneys. The party had attended 
the theater in Chicago and was 
letting one of the guests, Mrs. 
Gladys 8. Mehan, out at her home 
when the robbers’ machine drove 
up alongside the Whitney car. 

Rings, bracelets and necklaces 
were taken at the point of revol- 
vers. The robbery was executed 
s0 quickly that the holdup car had 
disappeared into the darkness to- 
ward Chicago before an alarm 
could be spread. 

Mrs. Whitney reported her per- 
sonal lose was $125,000, including 
a ring valued at $50,900. 

After the theater, the party had 
stopped at a restaurant where, po- 
lice say, the diamonds“were ob- 
gerved by the four men who a few 
minutes later stole them. Mrs. 
Whitney was the first approached 
by the robbers. One of the men 
started tearing her ornaments from 
her until she exclaimed, “I'll give 
you everything if you won't harm 
us.” Then they allowed her to 
hand over the valuables. 

Besides the ring, 15 carats in 
size, Mrs. Whitney lost five brace- 
lets and a necklace. One of the 
other women was allowed to keep 
her necklace, comy 1ratively modest 
in value. 

The robbers also took the keys 
of the Whitney car to prevent im- 
mediate pursuit. The Evanston 
police were notiried by telephone 
and flashed word of the robbery to 
Chicago. A radio alarm sent 15 
squad cars to Sheridan road in an 
effort to intercept the robbers.

ARGENTINE ARMY 
AND NAVY REVOLT 
AGAINST YRIGOYEN 


of President Who Has 
Delegated Powers to an 
Aid. 


EX-CHIEF OF STAFF 
LEADS UPRISING 


One Officer Shot for Re- 
fusing to Join Rebels — 
Threat Made to Bombard 
Palace at Buenos Aires. 


By the Associated Press. . 

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, 
Sept. 6.—Revolt against President 
Hipolito Yrigoyen flared up this 
morning in the army and navy of 
Argentina. Both services made 
common cause against his admin- 
istration. Last nizht he delegated 
his powers to Vice President Mar- 
tinez. 

An officer, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Francisco Torres, of the air serv- 
ica, was shot and kileld by his fel- 
low officers for refusing to join. 

The first cavalry regiment had 
to join under threat of attack by 
artillerymen and infantrymen. 

The movement was led by Gen. 
Jose Evaristc Uriburu, former Ar- 
gentine chief of staff and inspec- 
tor-general of the army, and a 
nephew of an _ex-President. 

Admiral Storni, commanding a 
squadron of 13 warships in the 
port, today sent a note to the gov- 
ernment announcing that the navy 
would fire no shots against their 
colleagues of the army led by Gen. 
Jose Evaristo Uriburu. 

Gen. Uriburu sent an ultimatum 
to Yrigoyen demanding his for- 
mal resignation from the Govern- 
ment. If the President refused, 
he threatened to bombard the 
Government palace, 

The note was signed by all offi- 
cers of the squadron. The entire 
navy, 7000 officers and men, is 
said to have gone over to the 
movement against Yrigoyen and his 
influence. 

Airplanes Circle Capital. 


At 10:30 a. m. 12 airplanes from 
El Palomar, including three bomb- 
ers, flew over Buenos Aires; after 
circling over the capital just 
above the Government palace they 


finally returned 40 El Palomar. 
Machine guns were mounted on 
them. 


Another airplane appeared about 
an hour later, disappearing quick- 
ly. 

The cadets and staff of the mili- 
tary college at San Martin are said 
to have entrained for the capital. 

The garrison at Campo de Mayo, 
including an artillery regiment, 1s | 
reported to have entrained. But | 
the trains have not left for the | 
capital. 

Buenos Aires is nervous but out- 
wardly tranquil. Probably four- 
fifths of the populace is in the 
dark about the significance of to- 
day's developments. 

Public Assembly Forbidden. 

Martis! law was invoked today 
as Martinez entrenched himself 
in the palace. 

Public assembly was prohibited 
and Buenos Aires, with its popu- 


lation of nearly 2,000,000, was 
placed in the hands of the mili- 
tary. <A rigid censorship was es- 


tablished on outgoing cablegrams, 
and telephone calls were watched. 

Many persons were wounded in 
clashes during the night between 
the police and students, dissatis- 
fied that President Yrigoyen mere- 
ly had retired rather than re- 
signed. Under Argentine law a 
President may retire for as long 
as he wishes and delegate power 
to the Vice President. 

The retirement followed days of 
agitation and disorders during 
which Yrigoyen concentrated mili- 
tary forces at strategic places in 
the capital to prevent a revolution 
or his assassination. , 

Vice President Summoned.

Jugo-Slavians Shot by Firing 
Squad at Trieste — 12 
ent to Prison. 


By the Associated Press. 

TRIESTE, Italy, Sept. 6.—Four 
of 18 Jugo-Slavians who have been 
on trial for acts of terrcrism were 
executed by firing squad at 6 a. 
m. today. 

The four were Francesco Ma- 
rusic, 24 years old; Zvonimiro Mil- 
os, 26, Ferdinando Bid vec, 22, and 
Luigi Valenci, 32. Two others were 
acquitted and the remaining 12 
received sentences ranging from 
two and one-half years to 30 years 
in the penitentiary. Sofia Korze, 
the only woman of those on trial, 
received the lightest sentence. 

Of the four executed tne Gov- 
ernment prosecutor asserted that 
Francesco Marusic was the leader 
of the band, and that he and Luigi 
Valencio were connected with a 
plot to assassinate Premier Mus- 
solini by placing a bomb in the 
Premier's automobile. 

The defendants were charged 
with 13 murders, 41 attempted 
murders, bombings, the burning of 
schools and asyluma, the spread- 
ing of subversive litersture, and 
supplying military secrets to Jugo- 
Slavia. 

The Fiftieth Battalion of Black 
Shirts and judges of the special 
tribunal arrived at the military pe- 
rade ground of Basovizza at & 
o’clock. There were 600 lascists 
lined up on three sides of the spe- 
cial faring squad, which was com- 
posed of 56 Biack Shirts in four 
squads. This was the scene when 
the command to fire was given at 
5:43 a. m. 

At midnight the four condemned 
men had signed requests for clem- 
jeney to be tranamited to the King.

Asked if he thought the depres- 
sion would end in October, as pre- 
dicted by several authorities, he 
replied, “October’s as good 
month as any, but I think it will 
be a little longer haul than that.” 

Ford boarded the ship at 9 p. 
m., using the lower gangplank, 
and newspaper men were not told 
of his intention to sail until he 
and his party were aboard. Then 
they were received in his suite. 

The manufacturer was accom- 
panied by his wife, Mr; and Mrs. 
Charles A. Hodges of Detroit, and 
E. G. Leibold, his secretary. The 
Ford party had spent the day with 
Thomas A. Edison. 

Attempts to inveigle Ford into 
discussing politics led to a re. 
declaration of his faith in prohibi- 
tion. He was asked about politics 
and answered: 


No More Politics. 


“Politics? There isn’t any more

FRANCE READY — 
TO NEGOTIATE FOR 
ARMY LIMITATION 


Treaty, According to Aw 
thoritative Sources, Must 


Be Based on Maintenance 
of Versailles Pact. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Sept. 6..-A correspond- 
ent of the Associatéd Press was in- 
formed by authoritative French 
sources that France is ready to 
negotiate a genera] treaty for the 
limitation of armament, based on 
the existing strenkth of the French 
army. 

This decision regarding. land 
forces is contingent on the main- 
tenance of the Versailles treaty 
intact. French opinion was de- 
scribed as increasingly disturbed 
over the demand of German Na- 
tionalists for revision of the 
treaty. 

The newspapers gave prominent 
position to a speech by Gen. von 
Seeckt, former commander of the 
German Reichswehr, to the. effect 
that the coming years must be 
spent in a struggle against this 
treaty. Paris believes that an im- 
portant contribution will be made 
to the cause of disarmament if an 
agreement to limit land forces to 
their present level can be nego- 
tiated. This, they believe, would 
arrest an armament increase and 
possibly lead to reduction agree- 
ments later. 

The existing strength of the 
French army, including home and 
colonial troops, was given here as 
522,000. The French said that 
English troops in the homeland, 
India and other colonies amount- 
ed to the same figure. 

Spokesmen frankly admitted 
that France’s attitude would 
change if Germany got approval 
for the plans recently announced 
by Gen. von Seeckt providing for 
a Standing army of 260,000 men. 
This would be in addition to a na- 
tional army, including all German 
males, which would be destined 
for passive defense of the home- 
land. 

French experts said that under 
von Seeckt’s plan, the German 
standing army would strike into 
enemy territory should Germany 
believe herself menaced. They in- 
sisted this would violate the terms 
and spirit of every peace agree- 
ment, including the League of Na- 
tion’s covenant. . They said it

The family physician was 
called and immediately ordered 
Soy to deny admittance to detec- 
tives and reporters. 

The police insisted on an inter- 
view, however, and after making a 
Statement to detectives Soy called 
in reporters. A barber had been 
summoned and was trimming the 
gambler’s white hair and» mustache 
as the interview progressed. 
Almost delicate of build and 
subdued of manner, Soy appeared 
extremely fatigued, but not out- 
wardly nervous. He told his story 
in a continuous narration, in an 
even voice, and answered questions 
readily. He was clad in pajamas 
and a silk dressing gown and said 
he intended to retire as soon as the 
interview was ended. 


J. A. Hardine, conductor of the 
train on which Soy arrived in St. 
Louis, recalled that a disheveled, 
unshaven man had stopped him as 
he came through the day coach on 
Eads Bridge. 

“He told me he hadn’t gone to 
the Pullman because he looked so 
tough,” Hardine said.

He said he had 
come from Chicago. I asked him if 
he wasn’t afraid to go home alone, 
but he said he wasn’t.

‘WARNING FROM A FILIPINO. 

It is refreshing to find a native Filipino of light 
and leading Giscussing with courage, candor and 
sound judgment the question of the immediate inde- 
pendence of the Philippines. Mr. Vicente Villamin, 
an economist and publicist of distinction, told the 
Kiwanis Club at a luncheon why he opposes imme- 
diate independence. He discussed the question from 
the standpoint of the Filipinos, not of Americans, al- 
though he gave strong reasons why America should 
postpone the granting of independence until the Fili- 
‘pinos have'had further opportunity to develop their 
resources and build up a strong economic foundation 
upon which to establish an independent government. 

Mr. Villamin holds that tmmediate independence, or 
independence within so short a period as five years, 
would be suicidal for the Filipino people, without any 
cause for suicide given by the United States. He 
credits the United States with a great work .of con- 
struction and instruction in fitting the Filipinos 
for democracy. American experts have laid the foun- 
dation of effective sanitation and education, and in- 
stead of oppressing or exploiting the Fuipinos Amer- 
ica has given them all these advantages with full lib- 
erty, as full as that enjoyed by American citizens. We 
have given them the rights and privileges of Amer- 


|ican citizens without the obligations. 


Although for ultimate independence, Mr. Villamin 

opposes immediate independence chiefly on economic 
grounds, though he adds a strong argument against 
it from the standpoint of the international situation 
in the Orient. He asserts that politics has ruled. In 
the clamor of the politicians the Filipinos have over- 
looked the economic side of the question, and are just 
beginning to realize that “the maintenance of indus 
trial payrolls for the masses is mich more im- 
portant than the maintenance of government pay- 
rolls for the politicians.” In fact, one depends 
upon the other. He foresees that by depriving 
the Philippine industries of United States tariff pro- 
tection and practical free trade with America, inde- 
pendence would sap the lifeblood of the country and 
plunge the people into poverty, misery and chaos. It 
would lower the standard of living to the level of the 
Chinese coolie or the Japanese pedén and undo the 
constructive work that has been done in the Philip- 
pines. The Archipelago is a foreign trade country, 
most of its production being an exportable surplus. 
As an agricultural country it is capable of producing 
many commodities which America now buys from 
other foreign sources, frequently monopolized products 
of possessions of other countries. The lack of capital 
and initiative and the addiction to politics instead of 
business has been largely responsible for this. 
Mr. Villamin believes that by shifting production 
in the Philippines from the industries depending on 
the American tariff, developing commodities which 
will be more and more needed by the United States, 
but not grown there, the economic relations of the two 
countries would be put on a stable basis.

THE NYE-M’CORMICK CASE. 

In order to clear up any misunderstanding about 
lthe issue between Mrs. McCormick and the Senate 
committee, we submit the following from the record: 

In a statement iggued Sept. 1 from’ her home in 
Byron, Ill., Mrs. McCormick admitted that she had 
hired private detectives to inquire into what she 
termed Senator Nye’s “methods and affiliations.” Sen- 
ator Nye is chairman of a Senate committee which 
is investigating Mrs. McCormick’s cam expendi- 
tures. Mrs. McCormick said: “I did I am still 
doing it and the results have already justified my 
course. What is Senator Nye going to do about 
it?” 

Explaining her shadowing of Senator Nye, Mrs. 
McCormick made a statement Sept. 2 in a speech 
at Harrisburg. After telling about her voluntary ap 
pearances before the committee to give the facts 
about her campaign expenditures, Mrs, McCormick 
said that after one of the committee meetings “I went 
back to my hotel and found personal letters, my bag 
and all my belongings had been rifled. I found 
that the spies had entered: my room and that the 
office at my farm had been entered and all of the 
papers gone through and read. I couldn’t hear very 
well over my telephone and found out later my wires 
had been tapped. They have been tapped ever since, 
and are tapped right now.” 

At a meeting of the committee in Chicago the 
next day, Senator Dale denied specifically that the 
committee was engaged in such Sherlock Holmes 
expoits as Mrs. McCormick complained of. He said: 


This committee has never endeavored, in any 
way, to reflect on Mrs. McCormick. It has made 
no charges whatever, directly, indirectly, in the 
public prints or in conversations. 

But if it is all that has been charged against 
it and as bad as some of the deeds credited to it, 
then it must be composed of first-class, con- 
temptible—and I should like to use even 
a stronger word—crooks.

There is evidence that the attitude of Mr. Villa- 
min and ‘other Filipinos, most of them inarticulate on 
account of politics, is changing Filipino sentiment 
toward the question of immediate independence. Sane 
analysis of the situation is leading even nationalist 
newspapers in the Philippines to approve of further 
censideration before taking the plunge into complete 
independence.
